Siegfried Wagner, son of Richard Wagner, the 
composer, announced last week that be and his 
mother, Frau Ooalma Wagner, Intend to present 
their entire heritage to the German nation la 
perpetuity.

In fact, 
their entire routine Is governed by this* 
elaborate system of signals, and signals there 
nre, as Mr. Rouclere Is frank In saving that 
there Is nothing In the theory of thought 
waves. After a year's lay-off. Mildred re- 
turns to the stage and performed tbo act 
without one error. Rouclere Is modest In 
saving that there Is not one system In tnlnil- 
readlng that he Is not an expert In. To 
demonstrate, he requested the writer to 
mark down a figure on a newspaper and, 
standing quite a distance from him, Imme- 
diately told him the right number. Whether 
by the slight sound or by the almost. Im- 
perceptible movement of the pencil remains a 
mystery, but he did It ■

St. John N. B.. Can., May 30. 

Fire started in the tulldlng»k5o— n as the York 
Theatre here about- 10.30 last night, and within 
an hour the entire building was destroyed. Orlg- 
inally erected of wood In 1841, It was known as 
the Mechanics' Institute. Walle not erected orig- 
inally for an opera bouse, tbe asdltorlum was 
used for lectures and concerts. After the big 
St. John Are, In 1877, when the Academy of Mu- 
sic and Lanergarys Lyceum were destroyed. It 
became the only place of amusement here until 
tbe present Oucra House was erected. In 1891. 
Fran that date until 1004 It plared occasional 
attractions. In 1005 R. J. Armstrong bought it, 
ond after making some alterations, opened It as a 
vaudeville house, under the name of th« York 
Theatre. In 1007 tbe Keltti interests leased it 
and opened It as a mm lng picture, house, when It 
was known as the Nickel. 

fcJnce tho opening of the Imperial last-Sepren. 
tor tbe house kail been lemcl only for loeal ama- 
teur shows, le>!tnw*, meeilnri. etc. The last per- 
formance was glvtu May £.V27. by tocnl aautou—t , 
who presented "La Mascotte." 

At present writing it Is impossible to learn the 
eonae of the Ore. The bslblui-j was owned by F". 
E-. Wllllims. of this city and is said to be.lnBured 
for 110.000. Tut Keith Interests had It unter 
letse nuUl Way 1, 1011. Mtny of the leading 
lecturers, singers and theatrical stars of the past 
►lity years bail appeared en Its stage.- The seat- 
ing capacity was about l.OCO. It is not likely 
that It will be rebuilt, as the location Is not an 
ideal one.

DUMONT CLOSES SEASON. 

Frank Damont revived minstrelsy as it was 
.created by a quartette to 1843, as a ftttlng feature 
of the eloslng week of the season. The flfst oart 
of half circle was originated In that year" by 
Frank Brower, a Pnlladelnbtan, who was as- 
sisted by Dick Pelbao, Billy Whltlock and old 
Dan Emmett. It was Brat presented at the 
Chatham Theatre. New York. Jan. 31, 1843, and 
the acene represented a Southern plantation, amid 
cotton fields, with the planter's mansion, and the 
colored servants having a Jubilee, attired In tn* 
dress of that era, with banjos, Iddlea. guitars, 
'Old Jawbones" and other primitive Instruments. 
Tbe original "Jawbone" used Is In Mr. Dnmont's 
collection. Tbe old songs, like "Old Black Joe'.' 
and many others which were familiar to our 
grandfathers, will be rendered on this occasion, 
and will no doubt revive pleasant memories. It 
will be something of a novelty to see minstrelsy 
In exact replica of Its original presentation. 
Incidentally, the current season haa been the most 
prosperous for Dumont's Minstrels In a number of 
years, watch would Indicate that this style ot 
amusement haa by no means died out.

In tho first place, tie says, "the total absence 
of tho middle class, or those in rather comfort- 
able circumstances, who, as In America, can af- 
ford io pay a fair price for a theatre: seat, makes 
It Impossible for any manager to figure on returns 
at sll In keeping with the expense of an averngo 
burlesque show, that would play Ihe provinces," 

Ot all the shows organised in London to tour 
tbe provinces hardly one has a salary list of over 
1500. Tbe houses which could lie secured (and 
the expert denies that thirty could lie found), 
play to prices that average a thousand itollnrs on' 
I he week, a shilling being the top price In most 
of them, with a few box seats at two shillings 
alx pence, or sixty cents. 

American chorus girls could not be secured for 
less than 120 each, and any good comedian would 
want tl'iS or |ino.

The Pepper Twins send Ibis clipping to 
Taa Cmppcb, from tbe columns of The 
Toronto reiearwss. May SO: 

"He's only an erlorl" 

Hare ?ou ever heard anyone say that in 
the same disparaging tone that somo people 
vttd to say "She s only a woman I" 

But a cynical world Is learning. And from 
tbe heart of the tragedy that has fixed tbe 
shuddering Kaie of a wbote world on our 
River 8t Lawrence, conies a splendid tale 
of bow an actor waa also a man. And for 
those In Toronto wbo last March recognised 
in Laurence Irving an artist and a gen las. 
there la now left a beautiful memory of 
Laurence Irving, the man. 

In this morning's dispatches from Quebec 
wss this : 

"Laurence Irving, the noted actor, son of 
I tbe rate Sir Henry Irving, died trying to save 
bis wife." 

Where is tbe weak, artistic temperament 
we hear «o much ahotit? 

According to If. B. Abbott, of Toronto, wbo 
waa tbe last person te> see Irving alive, tbe 
actor was quite calm and was endeavoring 
to hurry his wife aloft when tbe boat lurched 
and he was thrown acnlnst the cabin door. 
Then as ahe saw hla bloody face she threw 
her arms around bam and would not let hln 
put the life belt on her. But he persisted, 
nnd frantically carried ber upstairs, despite) 
her struggles. And the last thing the sur- 
vivor saw before he dived from the sinking 
vessel was Irving kissing hi* wife, as clasped 
la one another*! arms they wane down, with 
the sblp. 

It was such an end aa those who know 
and loved that devoted coople would have 
pictured would he their*. It has been said 
that to truly enact a rote one must have 
within them qualities that "under certain cir- 
cumstances would develop a certain charac- 
ter. During his Ill-fated Canadian tour, 
which had fust ended. Lawrence Irving al- 
most nightly enacted heroic figures in n Ty- 
phoon" and "The Unwritten Law." But 
greatest of all wns Lawrence Irving In his 
fast role In the Drama of Lite, when he 
played'hts last big role of Hero. 

As for Mabel Hackney, her loving euro for 
Laurence Irving proved tbelr doom. As one 
who saw them dally during their engage- 
ment in Toronto, we kna>w In some slight 
measure her devotion to him. She was wife, 
leading lady, stairs manager, electrician 
(only ons man and herself understood the 
intricate arnxtfemnt of tbe lights In "Ty- ^lll ola 
frhoon." If he had been :il she would hare 5 irtton 
fad to managed It somehow.) Never have 
we seen a more devoted stage couple and 
trith such reason. His was a remarkably 
brilliant mind, and she had brains enough to 
tnderstand last what a geulns be was. 

It was his T>asi>lon for llfo that makes the 
passing of Laurence Irving seem such an 
overwhelming tragedy to us. Ho was so 
keenly Interested in man and work. Kvery 
moment In his Canadian tour be could get 
he was busy writing; bis new play, which 
dealt with a Russian revolutionary, "Ho 
even steals time from his sleep," autd> his 
wife. 

Tbey •casaod ideally happy. She eared 
for Um and. smoothed, his path, while he 
depended on her as a child la many ways.

John Bennett. 

Jotin Bennett, Mid to bo the oldest snd at ono 
time tbe moit iirouilnent theatrical manager In 
Australia, <Ue<l Bundtr, April 20, at bin resi- 
dence, 8 Men Street, North Sydney, aged elgbty- 

Join Bennett iu heralded h tbo "Father cf 
the Australian 8ta«e." Nearly alxty years ago 
be launched out la * theatrical concern that made 
blm famous, and (are the Australian public tue 
opportunity to ace and bear many or the world's 
then rout famous artists. He carried on many 
theatrea, prominent among which was the old 
Victoria iWtre, lo l'lit Street, Sydney, where 
Messrs. Bordern Brothers now stand. 

Amour tbe great artlata Introduced by blm, or 
under his direction. Included; Anno Bishop, lion 
dl Mursau, Ulslorl, Brooke, Arabella Ooddard, 
Jefferson and Sotberu, an imposing list. Ills own 
reminiscences of theatrical affairs of Australasia 
extend back aa far aa tbe gold fever of the early 
nfthas. tJU father was Immigration agent, and 
brought the drat shipload of free people to Sydney 
orer one hundred years ago. John Ilennett could 
apeak of the old colonial days, and enjoyed the 
extraordinary api and downs which then Invested 
life with more than a species of romance. He 
received bis education at Backer's, la Pitt Street, 
and amonE his schoolfellows were Deniehy, Sir 
George Dlobe, 81: James Valrtax and other notable 
ajga 

At the age of twenty-one be was the bead of 
a hardware bualneaa in Melbourne, In which his 
vesny business was £700,000. Then it Is said be 
lost £10,000 In a great station of his near Bock- 
hamuion. 'Next he made and lost mora than a 
fortune gold mining In New Zealand and Australia. 
It was lu 1805 that he entered upon bis career 
as a theatrical manager, which lasted twenty 
jeer*. In those days theatrical enterprise wua 
no juke, for apparently a man had to begin by 
Lunolng theatres In every direction. He erected 
a sue theaure at Lamplougu (Vic. J, another at 
Xaluot, and one at luglewood. The last two he 
oi*ued with Ouitavus llrooko and Avo'ilca Jonas 
as Stan, the lXrat with Benry Nell Warner and 
Mrs. Kobert Heir. This lady, who afterward; 
became Mrs. George Darrel). was the sister of 
J. V. Oalbcart. long since tbe Sir 1'cter Xeasle 
of the Australian stage. 

In New Zealand Mr. Bennett built tbe Ibames 
Theatre, which he opened with Mrs. Robert Heir 
and Bote Evani, aud he put up the Newcastle 
Victoria Theatre, which he opened with Helen 
Dtuvray, "Tbe Oaliforula Diamond," as atar. In 
Sydney Mr. Bennett's operations were chiefly car- 
ried on at the Victoria Theatre. Here the new 
lessee opened on Sept. 80, W7i, with Mrs. Heir, 
Morton Tavarea and Miss Surtcea as principal*. 
Tbe company also Included J. W. Sweeney, H. h. 
Douglas and W. J. Holloway. Mr. Bennett had 
previously Introduced Madame Anna Bishop, the 
English soprano, at a concert room in the lloyal 
Hotel, Oeorge Street, originally the first theatre 
In Australia, and then st the Victoria. Mmc. 
Slraonaen made her debut In "The Grand Duchess," 
with Charlea Lascelles aa i'rlnce 1'aul. Lydla 
Howard created a stlt at the Victoria In April, 
18T2, to "Orphtua." At the same time Mr. Ben- 
nett organised a tine concert party for the Ex- 
hibition Building, with Slgnor Gloria as con- 
auctor, and Mae. Agatha States, tbe American 
soprano, tJualnl; the famoua basso, OrlaniiUil, 
baritone, and Boaenatl, tenor. In 1872 Mr. Ben- 
sett produced Frank Hutchinson's "Butcher Baro- 
net," s play founded on tbe claims of tbe Tlch 
borne claimant. The following month the late 
Uirry ttlckards mad* a great success as a serio- 
comic vocalist. Probably the most noteworthy 
engagement Mr. Bennett ever mad* was that of 
Adelaide Blstorl. This great tragedienne arrived 
la Sydney In July, 1878, wltb a complete Italian 
company, the calibre of which may be Judged 
from the fact that it Included Slgnor and Sig- 
nortue Majeroui lu the juvenile lead. At price* 
ranging from 1 pound to 4s. the Italian season 
drew crowded houses. 

Among other famous actors Mr. Bennett Intro- 
duced to Australia were Bland Holt, who was 
Imported from America, and he said that Mr. 
HoM was one of the beat and most hard working 
stars he ever engaged. Among others who played 
at the Victoria were; Oreawlck, Bmlly Melville, 
Armea Beaumont, Horace and Alice Lingard, 
Bottom and Fred Lister, Uerr Bondmann. Miss 
Cleveland, Alfred Dumpier and Amy Hhurwlu. 

Tbe old "Vic" was destroyed by fire on July 
88, 1880, sftcr which Mr. Bennett leased the 
Gaiety Theatre, where Wybert Beeve and Maggie 
Knight, W. E>. Sheridan and other prominent 
artlata appeared. At his benefit at Auckland, 
in the early days, Mr. Bennett was "assisted" 
by. the Duke of Edinburgh, who played a violin 
solo, and by the Hon. Ellott Yarke, A. D. 0., . 
who appeared as Bamlet, an which occasion the 

Sgveraors of three different colonies and the of- 
cere of the entire fleet were present. 
Mr. Bennett is survived by his wife, six sons. 
Dr. Arthur Bennett (W. A.), Herbert Bennett, of 
Manly, Dr. Percy Bennett, of Waloha; William 
Bennett, of Ooogee; Frank Bennett, nf Li swore; 
and Bert Bennett, and ono daughter, Daisy Ben- 
nett One son, Harold, predeceased him. Tin 
funeral took place at Gore BUI Oevnotory. April ilfl. 
John Benuett wan also a renowned life saver, 
having rescued twenty-four persons from drowning 
at different tiroes. He possessed fifteen medals 
and a cup as trophies won in swimming matches. 

George J. Kraut. 

George J. Kraus, who was associated with the 
late Tunotuy D. Sullivan lu theatrical enterprises 
under the name of Sullivan A Kraus, for twenty 
years, died June it, of a complication of diseases, 
In his home In the 8\vannanoa apartment house, 
10B Bast Fifteenth Street, after an illness of 
three months. Be waa sixty-five years old. Mr. 
Kraus was born an the East side, snd had lived 
lu tbll city all his life. 

Mr. Kraus' theatrical Interests were centered 
In this city, the firm of Sullivan A Kraus being 
Independent of the Sullivan A Oonaldtne circuit 
of theatres, which extended to the Pacific Coast. 
Sullivan A Kraus had a proprietary interest in 
tbe Imperial Concert and ether old music balls, 
and In the Dewey, Gotham, Circle and City thea- 
tres. Since Mr. Sullivan's death the partnership 
had continued, the Supreme Court having denied 
a petition by the committee on Mr. Sullivan's 
estate to dissolve It. 

Mr. Kraus was active In the management of 
the Sullivan A Kraus theatres until hla last Ill- 
ness. Us Is survived by his wife and three 
children, David and Samuel Kraus and Mrs. 
Julia Bels, all of New York. 

Jntnt** F. Daffy, aged fifty-seven years, who 
for forty years was on tue vaudevillo stage, died 
of heart failure Hay 80, at hla home. 2321 South- 
ern Boulevard, thla city. He Is survived by his 
wife snd one son. 



John Cornnlla. 

The funeral of John James O'DouneU (profes- 
sionally known aa John Corn alia), bod of the 
late Neal O'DonneU and Mrs. Mary O'Donnell, 
took place from St. Patrick's Olmrcb, la Kokomo, 
Ind., Tuesday morning, May 20, solemn regoleum 
mass being offered, with the Bev. Father Charles 
l. O'Donnell, of Notre Dsme University, a 
brother of the deceased, as tbe celebrant ; the 
Bev. Father John McGinn, cf Notre Dame Uni- 
versity, as deacon; the Bev. Father Ham met as 
sub-deacon, and the Bev. Fatter Pratt, priest of 
the parish, as master of ceremonies. The ser- 
mon was delivered by Father McGinn. Interment 
wsi made In Crown Point Cemetery. 

Mr. O'DonneU died Sunday, 24, in the Emer- 
gency Hospital at Warren, Pa., after an Illne ss 
of four dsys with double pneumonia. Be was 
thirty-two years of age, having been born at 
Greenfield, Ind., May 21, 1882. His surviving 
family comprises Mrs. Mary O'Donnell, bis 
mother; Mrs. Bote Ludgreo, of Atlanta, On.; 
Mary O'DonneU and Mrs. Con Carey, of Kokomo. 
allien, snd Michael O'Donnell, of Kokomo and 
the Bev. Father Gbarles L. O'DonneU, of the 
chair of English .itersture, Notre Dame. Hla 
father, Neal O'Donnell, who was widely known 
died nearly Ave years ago.- Mr. O'Donnell bad 
called Kokomo bis home from infancy. At 
the ace of sixteen he became Identified with 
the Cornelia Famly of acrobats as a "top- 
mounter," and for eight years toured tbe 
country with this still famous troupe of circus 
performers, headed by "Pete" Cornells. Be as- 
sumed tbe name of John Oo'nella, by which he 
was known In tbe show business throughout his 
career, U'.ougb to his Intimates st home and with 
the various attractions with which be traveled he 
was always called "Hsrmy" O'Donnell, 

He performed In many "families" and troupes, 
notably the Harris Family, tbe Gordon Family 
and the Percblco Family, but In the opening of 
tbe present season returned to the Cornelia 
I'amlly. with which be made his debut sixteen 
years ago, engaging ns on ' uuderstander" with Ibe 
Oomcllas who had come Into the world, some of 
them, after "Pete" Cornelia had "put him In tbe 
business." The Cornelia Family la featured with 
the Hsgeuleek-Wallace Shows this season, and 
many of "Barmy" O'Donnell't Kokomo friends 
visited him In Peru when the Shows appeared 
there, early In May. He was In the pink of 
health, and the Intelligence, of his sudden death 
Drought greater shock to those who met him there.

The newly orgsalsed theatrical msnsgers have 
decided upon this official Ban*— "Tbe United 
Managers' Protective Association of Amuswueut 
Interests of tbe United States and Canada"— at 
a meeting at the Hotel Astor. New York, 01 
Friday sfternoon, Jons 6. Tbls wsa the second 
meeting of tbe new orgastsstlos. There was an- 
other one held the previous Monday. 

At tbe meeting held on Friday last more than 
one hundred mancgera (Kpreaeatlng all beau>-l:ea 
of the profession* were present President Marc 
Klaw preald-*t, sad sppolnted an execntlvs cooi- 
mlltee, cwisistlng of A. L. KrUnger. William A. 
Brady. Walter Vincent. B. a?. Altee snd Alf. 
Hamon. Tlio < dicers of the association are ex- 
o(Dck> iaem'«"rj of tho committee, which haa au- 
tborlly to act for tbe main body at times. 

Mr. Klaw said that 30 demands had been made 
uikiii the aaaoclatlun by any of tbe theatrical 
unloas. The musicians' imlon, be ssld, had sent 
sot a circular, snd be hinted Uist In all proba- 
bility it would come before the mausjera In aosne 
phase for consldi-ratloa. 

As for the Actor's Equity Association, Mr. 
Klaw said: "There arc very few ditferencos be- 
tween us snd the actors." 

One of the Imuortaut matters discussed st tbe 
meeting wss thst of tbe annual dues. It had been 
proposed to grade the daes according to the slae 
of the clly represented by tho member, with a 
maximum of (30 a theatre and J20 for each 
production owned by the member. Several of the 
members did not take kindly to the Idea of pay- 
ing does on a dosen or more theatres, or the 
same number of productions, strains! another mem- 
ber who bed but a single theatre or production, or 
perhaps two. The matter was referred to the 
newly appointed committee.

"A strike would be too lsst resort sfter every 
other mesns had failed. That Is why we are 
getting the sctors to sgree to stand firmly to- 

gther, so thst in a yesr or two, If we should bare 
make demands to get our rights, we could 
show a solidarity that would compel results, even 
If a strike hsd to be resorted to."

/angwlU's plays. That is Israel Zangwtll. 
\ week ago he complacently remarked ot 
■•I foster Saints," which was produced at the 
comedy Theatre on Saturday, that It would 
surely provoke a controversy. Bit It has 
■iot done so. It has been recelced by tie 
i rltles with much restraint, merely as a play 
.if toe second crass; certainly not as a coal- 
l*nge to a controversy. Its craftsmanship 
is faulty. Its humor Is trivial, lis satire li 
too savage. It Is curiously rich In lines which 
(crept the audience to laugh at (he author, 
not with him. As lor Instance, when a 
woman comes to a clerygyman to unpack her 
troubled soul of a confession, he eays "let 
me get you a glass of water." 

Dr. Rodney Vaughan, a non-conforming 
(Urine, Is the dominant figure of the play. 
Dr. Vaughan was an eloquent preacher an! 
busy social worker. Incidentally be was an 
ti; terminable talker. He bad a common In- 
trigue with his typist, who toft his employ- 
ment to bear n child. Eventually this came 
to the ears of his wife, an overt-prudish 
woman, who only e»w one course open to 
him. He must make public confession of his 
sin. must submit to a divorce and marry the 
tvplst It was the typist herself who settle! 
the question. She had probably been to see 
•Hlndlc Wakes;" at any rate, she had no 
further use for Dr. Vaughnn, snd married 
elsewhere. Still, Mrs. Vaughan said there 
must be public admission of the wrong doing 
i'"i expiation. Dr. Vaughnn raid no, but 
said it at great length. His point was that, 
as a sinner, he knew how to deal with sin, 
therefore It was for the good of the com- 
munity that oe should appear In his pulpl f . 
with unshaken credit His pretty daughter's 
love-match saved the situation ; for ber sake 
Mrs. Vaughan agreed to be silent, and so 
the play ended In a few words "Plaster 
Saints" discredits the clergy for no public 
■rood, and does not even make a good play 
In the process. 

Jerome K. Jerome tried to work on a 
plane too high for his mental and mechanical 
equipment when he wrote "The Great 
Gamble," produced at the Haymarket on 
Thursday last. The result Is a very tire- 
some play, redeemed by an occasional glimpse 
of humor. Mr. Jerome meant. It Is plain, to 
be picturesque snd philosophical and fantns- 
lie and lust a little daring, but he does not 
rcal're his ambitions. The scene Is a beer 
garden on the outskirts of a German univer- 
sity town. Student life has formed the char- 
acters of most of the persons represented. 
Students hover in the distance, the retrains 
of their song point the moral and adorn the 
tale. The aged Scottish lady woo kept the 
garden nurtured a beautiful girl, a relative, 
as to whose past there Is a mystery. It Is 
no more than that her mother, supposed to 
he dead, Is an outcast. The maid is beloved 
by a young American who Is silent, because, 
In his life, too, there Is a shameful secret 
It Is father was a crook. The foolish chit 
dren bridge over this preposterous gulf, of 
course. Store lnterestlnfg than this elabo- 
rate romance Is the comic underplot. An 
amorous colonel ran away impulsively with 
the moon-struck wife of a London tradesman, 
and Immediately regretted his Quixotic act 
After an amusing process of adventure he 
restored her to her husband, whom be was 
able to. assure that all the tine he had re- 
spected her as he might have done his own 
sister t 

"A Little Lamb," the faro' from the German 
which PMllp Mlchiel Ftradiy produced at the 
Apollo Theatre on Thursday, Is of the btd, old 
Criterion kind. Probably ruthless excisions from 
the original hare made the remnant poor and 
erode. Bat In his time Arthur Wltnperls hi* 
written good dialogue; not so In this case. The 
"Little Lamb" from whom the play takes lis 
name Is the -nysterloos offspring or a Spanish 
dtnoer who, having bad an affair with each of 
several gentlemen who ought to hare known 
Utter, circulated among them the picture of a 
child with the Inscription : "Hen! I am, yonr 
little Lamb." In return she secured from her 
terrorised admirers a series of Incomes. Twenty- 
five years are supposed to have elapsed before the 
dramatist takes up the tale. Madame Dubonnet 
had meanwhile become the dominant figure of the 
little circle of reprobates. Monsieur Dubonnet 
was a mustard manufacturer. His calling was 
selected apparently with the object of per- 
mitting the dramatist to get In a little humor 
about "hot stuff." Madame Dubonnet was a 
dragon of virtue. She ran a purity league. 
The four or Are or six elderly gentlemen who 
believed themselves to be responsible tor the 
little Lamb — It boots not to count them ex* 
actly — were all unwilling members of madame's 
league. Additionally, there was a smart young 
lawyer who wanted to marry Dubonuet'a daughter. 
He was not acceptable to the family. But he 
got bold of the little lamb story, and with s 
shameful disregard for the amenities of his pro- 
fession coerced Dubonnet to consent. The supreme 
Joke will have been guessed by the experienced 
playgoer. There never was a little lamb. The 
Spanish dancer hsd fooled them all 'round. Al- 
though, for the humorous development of the play, 
an asslnlne youth Is made to address everybody 
as papa. Tbe audience assembled In the Apollo 
Theatre on Thursday laughed freely, and the play 
waa enacted rather better than It deserved.

Jerome K- Jerome tried to work on a 
plane too high for his mental and mechanical 
equipment wlicn he wrote "The Great 
Gamble," produced at the Haymarket on 
Thursday last The result Is a very tire- 
some p'ay, redeemed by an occasional glimpse 
of humor. Mr. Jerome meant, It Is plain, to 
be picturesque and philosophical and fantcs- 
ilc. and lust a little daring, but he docs not 
rcal'Ke bis ambitions. Tbe scene is a beer 
garden on the outskirts of a German univer- 
sity town. Student life has formed the char- 
acters of most of the persons represented.

More interesting than this elabo- 
rate romance Is the comic underplot An 
amorous colonel ran away impulsively with 
the moon-struck wife of a London tradesman, 
and Immediately regretted his Quixotic act 
After an amusing process of adventure he 
restored her to her husband, whom he ms 
able to. assure that all the time he had re- 
spected her as he might have done his own 
Bister I 

"A Little Lamb," the ferco from tbe German 
which Philip Michael Faraday produced at the 
Apollo Theatre on Thursday, la of the bad, old 
Criterion kind. Probably ruthless excisions from 
tbe original have made the remnant poor and 
crude. But In his time Arthur Wlmperli lu 
written good dialogue; not so In this case. Tbe

The four or Ave or six elderly gentlemen who 
believed themselves to be responsible for the 
little Lamb — It boots not to count them ex- 
actly — iwere all unwilling members of madame's 
league. Additionally, there was a smart young 
lawyer who wanted to marry Dubonnet's daughter. 
Be was not acceptable to the family. But he 
got hold of the little lamb story, and with a 
shameful disregard for the amenities ot his pro- 
fession coerced Dubonnet to consent. The supreme 
Joke will have been guessed by the experienced 
playgoer. There never was a little lamb. The 
Spanish dancer had fooled them all 'round. Al- 
though, for the humorous development of tbe play, 
an asslnlne youth I. made to address everybody 
as papa. The audience assembled In the Apollo 
Theatre on Thursday laughed freely, and the play 
was enacted rather better than It deserved.

On account of the fact that a great many popu- 
lar price vaudevlle tbeatre* throughout tic coun- 
try bare doling the past few years changed their 
polly to moving pictures exclusively, or to moving 
pictures and vaudeville.

NICHOLAS POWER. 

Nicholas Power, whose sobriquet. "The Grard 
Old Man of tbe Movies." Is well deserved, wss 
bom In New York Olty In 1854. He was always 
mechanically Inclined, which undoubtedly was In- 
herited from hla father. Prom childhood his lite 
wss a busy one, and he had no opportunity for 
academic training, his schooling being acquired In 
public and night schools and Cooper Institute. 

His early years were nient In working In 
machine shop*, where ha acquired a thorough 
knowledge of mechanics. He also obtained it -«rtl- 
flcste as an engineer. 

As time went on, Mr. Power look contracts for 
erecting machinery, ami this resulted In very ex- 
tensive travel all over Ihe United States, which 
served to develop his nutural powers for teen 
observation. 

For about Ave jeers (18S0 to 1885) Jr. Power 
wss employed by the late Peter Cooper In too de- 
partment In Cooper Institute known as the In- 
ventors' Institute. Hero he was enabled to glv»- 
foll scone to bis lnrentlva faculties, which re- 
sulted In his taking out many patents — the lte- 
hectorseope, whereby cards were thrown upon a 
screen for advertising purposes: olso a patent 
cylinder wherein cards were combined with ad- 
vertising matter in a maimer to produce n con- 
tlnnoui story relative to tbe enl.jects, aad many 
other devices of a mechanical nature for commer- 
cial purposes. 

From the very inception of the moving oleture 
luainesa Mr. Power waa deeply lntoreato"! ; and 
teeing Into the future, realize! Its wonderful |«s- 
slbllltlcs. 

About Ike year 1000 he established the New 
lork nim Erchange located at 115 Naajau Street. 
where he devoted Els time largely to experimental 
work with the various crude moving-picture ma- 
chines then on the market, c?np'eylnjr twenty-two 
men. In tbe year 1902 he plated upon the mar- 
ket his Erst moving picture machine, which Tas 
called the Peerleescope. 

This machine met with decided success, snd 
opened np possibilities, which Mr. Power was 
quick to grasp. 

In August, 1907, the Nicholas Power Company 
was Incorporated under the laws of the State of 
Delaware with offices located at 111 Na«iu 
Street, and the growth of this concern haa been 
unceasingly steady and rapid.

as 'the worst In many seasons." 
' "That my personal exception to the rule 
.can be charged to nothing but the advertis- 
ing and Interest in nie created by the Fa- 
mous Players for my performance in The 
Prisoner of Zenda,' I am absolutely con- 
vinced. As soon as I realized this I immedi- 
ately arranged to pose for the Famous Play- 
ers, In 'Monsieur Beaucalre,' and you may 
rest assured that I shall never allow a year 
to pass without posing for at least one big 
feature Ann for tine Famous Players, and I 
■hope to find time to appear In at least three. 
Ir. my opinion any player who neglects 
an opportunity to appear on the screen Is 
losing possibilities for the moat valuable ad- 
■vcrlstrg- in the world and those who do not 
take advantage of It will quickly and them- 
selves surpassed In the race for distinction 
and financial recompense in the legitimate 
theatrical world. 

"I do not ogrec with those who soy that 
the moving picture has bad a bad effect on 
the regular theatrical business. I do say 
most emphatically, however, that tbe moving 
picture has done more to raise the standard 
of tho legitimate productions than any other 
Influence which has ever been known. ' There 
Is just as much reward to-day for the meri- 
torious production as there ever was, but 
the moving pictures provide so much and 
such good entertainment for so little cost 
that they have made absolutely bopelcss the 
medlocro play presented at a scale of prices 
ranging from twenty-five cents to one dollar, 
or one dollar and a half to two'do'lars.

Then at a dress 
rehearsal I am going to have a moving pic- 
ture made of the play, and I am confident 
that when I have this before me and can 
repent it time after time without the slight- 
est change that I shall be able to discover 
many helpful ideas and Improvements which 
tannot bo seen in the regular rehearsal or 
performance. Even more valuable than to 
the manager or stage director will this film 
be to the player, watching themselves on a 
screen, with, every detail reproduced In exact 
and pitiless sharpness, should enable actors 
to correct faults end mako Improvements to 
their work far more intelligently than by tho 
directions of any director. 

"Words, cannot describe how this method 
will aid a manager to obtain the proper per- 
spective of his production and to properly 
weigh the values. ' When be watches It in 
rehearsal day after day he is" Insensibly Im- 
pressed with tbe persor.alltics of his players. 
No matter bow hard he tries to be impartial, 
he is Influenced by his personal likes and 
dislikes. He may. perhaps, think that the 
voice of a player to so beautiful or w suited 



to tlie part that he loses the effect of the 
players work and thus falls to - see faults 
which ere Instantly apparent to an audience. 
Again, he may be eo impressed by that in- 
tangible something which, for want of a 
better name, we call magnetism, that he is 
carried away with It and falls to see the 
technical faults of the actor. - 
. "With the entire performance unfolded 
before htm, as a moving picture will do, be 
will be able to analyze and criticise without 
the personal equation entering into the 
matter, and so his Judgment should.be ma- 
terially Improved. - - 
- "As soon - as I have finished the scenes of 
•Monsieur Beaucalre' which are now being 
taken la France, I shall cross over to Eng- 
land for those which 8Te to be made there, 
and then sail at once for New York. After 
a day or two there I go to California to play 
In the Greek Theatre of the ■ University of 
California, and fben Jump across the conti- 
nent once more, to begin the series of pro- 
ductions I shall make at the Hackett Thea- 
tre In New York."

. Miss Snow has expended $2,300 for cos- 
tumes, and she bas worked in only six of 
tbe forty-six reels, which is the length of 
the forthcoming Thanhouser' Mutual serial. 
Sb« has haunted tbe antique shops for little 
odd things to wear- of absolutely Russian 
origin. She has collected unusual ear-rings, 
bracelets, beads, coiffures, barrettes and pe- 
culiarly' interesting Jeweled ' belts, • which 
challenge the admiration, of foreigners who 
visit the gay cafes in St Petersburg. 

Miss Snow estimates that her costumes 
for "Tho Million Dollar Mystery" will cost 
in excess of $10,000. Thus far In tbe mak- 
ing of the picture sbe has worn an especially 
designed costume in each reel, and as there 
are forty^six reels In the story, a conserva- 
tive estimate of $200 for each costume would 
mean $9,200.

Oenlral Park West, of Brlfht's illaeaae, tm' a 
watch he had Buffered for two years.

Mrs. William Hammerateln, Arthur HammersM-i 
and Mr. Hammersteln's two sons, Oscar anil 
Reginald, wer at tbe saniurlum when Mr. Him- 
mersteln died. 

WUllaai Hammerateln was born In New York 
and was In the forty-tlrst year of bis age. Hi- 
motber was Oscar Hanvner>Uln'e firat wife, now 
deeeased. He attended tbe public acboohr, leaving 
acbooi at tbe age of nfteeo, to become associated 
with his father la the various theatrical enter- 
prises. With tbe building of the Victoria The- 
atre at Forty-second Street and Serenth Aienue 
tome Ofteen years ago, William Hammenr>ela de' 
voted all his attention to this new boose, and 
continued as its manager until his death. 

No flgnre along Broadway was better known 
than "Willie" 'Ifammersteln. 

For a time the Victoria boosed various anion. 
plays downstairs, and confined the variety fea- 
tures to the roof. Later tbe theatre was turned 
Into a straight Taudetllle boose at the urgent 
suBtesrloo of William, who convinced his father 
that it could be m.de a big aneeeas. The Vlc- 
orla, under his management, soon became one of 
tbe most successful vaudeville houses In tbe 
country. Mr. Hsmmersteia was always on the 
lookout for "features." 

Mr. Hammersteln's home was at 313 Central 
Park West. He wss twice married. Hlj Drst 
wife, Alice Nlmmo, to whom be was married 
sheet twenty-one years ago. died on Aug. 20, 
1910. On An*. 4 of the following year Mr. Him- 
meritelQ ra married to Anna Nlmmo, a sister of 
his first wife. He had two sons by his drat wife, 
Oscar, now twenty years of age, and Reginald, 
eighteen years old. 

Two hrothers and two slaters also snrriTC him, 
Harry, the eldest of the family ; Arthur, who was 
associated with his father In the opera ventures, 
and who now Is producing musical comedies ; Rose, 
now Mrs. Tostavlau, and Stella, now Mrs. Frank 
Keating.

After giving the carnival business careful In- 
vestigation, and looking Into many of the good 
and bad details of this branch of the amusement 
world, causes for disorganisation and other in- 
ternal troubles which generally occur In even the 
best maniged organisations known, I am taking

Carnival managers would do well to give this 
matter careful consideration, and get together at 
some designated pla?e. form themselves Into a 
body, elect officers, carry on business which meat 
necessarily be a common topic and of Interest to 
ell, and realise tbe l-eseflta derived. In all lines 
of the world's business there are unscrupoiout 
persons who make an effort to Indulge In under- 
hand tactics, and who do not in sny way, regard 
tbe contracts which they bare pledged their word 
by personal signatures, snd who do not enter into 
various natters entrusted In their care with the 
proper bush-ess Intent 

The carnival ami enow business of to-day has 
expanded to such a decree that It must be reck- 
oned with by persons In every walk of life. The 
railroads have began to look upon the carnival as 
a source of profitable revenue, and why shouldn't 
they} With from fifty to ouo hundred companies 
out each reason of possibly twinty weeks, making 
weekly lumps, does not the amount expended on 
the railroads run into thousand- of dollars? The 
people of tbe country will willingly support this 
branch of amusement lust as soon as it Is really 
proved to them that It is amuhenient and entertain- 
ment, and not a meaiM of petty graft that has 
been forced on them In the past. 

Financial men, banks, and all persons Interested 
In profitable business ventures are beginning to 
look upon the carnival lu n different manner. 
There are many thousands of dollars Invested In 
this line of business, yet, gentk-mru of the carni- 
val world, you are the only high class branch of 
the worlds great business Interests that does not 
have an organization. Now Is the time to get busy ; 
do not keep patting It of Indefinitely until some 
great matter comes before you which mast neces- 
sarily call jou together. For your own protection, 
and as n safeguard for yenr Interests, join bands 
now into what you may care to call "The Carni- 
val Managers' Association," nnd without doubt, 
you will derive many unseen benefits. 

It is very apparent to all the managers that 
some peortic do not Iiare any regard for the con- 
tracts which they sign with you, and which often 
causes you a great loss of valuable time ami 
money, tot to mention advertising wasted, and 
various other things too many to mention. 

For Instance, yen advertise for certain shows 
for your company, snd after spending several dol- 
lars you line np what you want, and after signing 
of contracts you arrange your layout accordingly, 
place the names of various shows In your con- 
tracts, and even go as far as to get special 
printing mutter In many cases Should a party 
who signed your contract not make his or her 
nppearuncx, you are ieft without a special attrac- 
tion and you have ro recourse whatsoever, ss it 
would take np too much of your valuable time 
and money lo nuke an effort to get him and get 
an Injunction against his appearing with any 
other organization all of which you would surely 
be JuBtlded in doing. Itlght mere Is where the 
association would be of benefit. 

If a nun does not regard his contract then it la 
time he la eliminated from the business, and by 
recording him with the secretary of your orgnnln- 
tlon, and a notice Issued to every member, each 
will be on the lookout for such a person, mid will 
refuse to have farther dealings with him. 

This is. tut one of the many benefits. There 
will be many wsjtb to Improve the present carnival 
world, which con be talked over io advantage, and 
with the suggestions of many cf our present day 
"kings," the uplift and lettera-ent will be as- 
sured. Many novel Ideas can be arranged. 

The Carnival Managers' Association, In mv 
mind, would be a boon to everyone Interested, 
and would no doubt mean a saving of many dollars. 
With a secretary In a special oaice to look otter 
tbe work, Issue bulletins, circulars, etc., with 
the asslsu nee of possibly one or even two steno- • 
graphers, news of Interest would be at the flnjer- 
tlps of its members. 

Why don't some of our carnival men get to- 
gether and start this thing which, baa been hang- 
ing Are for years. The Showmen's League of 
America Las proved a wonderful success. There 
are various theatrical associations, for performer, 
manager, end working crew. Why not 'The Car- 
nival Maurgers' Association!" Let ns hear from 
this. Such men as Barkoot, Harry Six, Geo. W. 
Christy, J. W. Hampton, Jack Kline, Ooa Ken- 
nedy. J. Flank Hatch and others, get busy. 

"Red Onion," why don't yoo push this thing 
along. A man do popular and with such a wile 
acquaintance as yourself should be able to line 
this up with little trouble. We will expect the

HERALD SQ U ARE THEATRE TO GO 

A real estate deal, the purchase money of 
which la given out at 10,000,000, was con- 
summated June 22 when the block fronting 
on Broadway, from Thlrty-nftb to Thirty- 
sixth 8treets, was bought by Wm. H. Barnum 
and Wm. Everdell Jr. from Chas. E. Johnson 
whose family bas owned it for more than' 
sixty years. 

The transfer of this property foreruns tbe 
passing of another of New Tort's amusement 
landmarks — tbe Herald Square Theatre. Tbe 
lease expires May 1, 1915. 

This ptaybouse stands upon a site that 
has been used for amusement purposes for 
nearly half a century. The Colosseum, which 
was erected In 1873 for the showing of giant 
panoramas, was the first "show" house to 
be bnilt on the property. "Paris by Night'' 
and "London by Day" were both successfully 
shown, and made considerable money for the 
projectors. Bnt Interest la the panoramas 
soon died out, the building was removed, and 
In Its place Charles Roiehe erected an aqua- 
rium, which was opened In 1876. This ven- 
ture proved fairly successful lor a time but 
finally the fishes gave way to entertainments 
of a vaudeville nature. Among the earliest 
features engaged to attract the crowds were 
Mr. and Mrs. Tom Thumb. 

In 1883 Hyde & Behman took a long 'ease 
of the plot and erected a new theatre, which 
they named the New Park Theatre. It was 
opened In November. 1883, and most of Its 
furnishings came from Edwin Booth's old 
theatre, at Sixth Avenue and Twenty-third 
8treet. 

It was conducted with varying success, 
many popular stars In the dramatic field 
being among the attractions. 

In 1884 Harrlgan * Hart leased the the- 
atre, and the following year Mr. Harrlgan 
opened it as Harrlgan^ Park Theatre, pre- 
senting "The Leather Patch" for the first 
time Feb. 5, 1896. and "Pete" In 1S87. 

Barry and Fay, In "MeKenna'e Flirta- 
tion" and "Muldoon's Picnic," followed Har- 
rlgan, and later tbe company of German 
Lilliputians, little Franz Ebert as the lead- 
ing comedian, helped to make the house pop- 
ular. 

In 1894 the house was re-bullt*and opened 
as the Herald Square Theatre, with Richard 
Mansfield, In "Arms and tbe Man." Later, 
under the management of Charles Evans and 
Wm. D. Mann, Evans and Hoey revived "A 
Parlor Match/' with Anna Held doing her 

Sieelnlty between acts. This was Anna 
eld's American debut. 

When Sam and Lee Sbubert* first came to 
New York, about fifteen years ago, tbe Herald 
Square Theatre was tbelr first metropolitan 
theatre, and in it they made their head- 
quarters for several years. 8even or eight 
years ago Lew Fields became associated in 
the management of tbe house, and It became 
known as Lew Fields' Herald Square Thea- 
tre. For several seasons It was tbe "home" 
of tbe Lew Fields productions. In which be 
st.-irred. 

With the gradual uptown movement of the 
theatrical centre the popularity of the house 
waned, and several years ago It was leased by 
Marcus Loew, who bas idnce successfully 
conducted It as a motion picture house. 

The new owners of the property will erect 
a skyscraper office building. 

WHITE RATS' ELECTION. 

At the annual meeting of the White Rata 
at the clubhouse, 229 West Forty-sixth 
Street, two tickets were put in the field to 
be voted for at the coming election of 
officers. Tbe candidates for president are 
Tim Cronln and Frank Fitzgerald.

George E. Delmour, the vice presi- 
dent, and W. J. Cooke, secretary, will be re- 
elected Twelve members of the Board of 
Trustees and five members of the Board of 
Directors, three to serve bwo years and two 
to serve one year, will also be chosen. 

At the meeting the trustees said tbat the 
organization had had a most prosperous 
year. He reported that the White Rats bad 
nine thousand members In good standing.

SHIP LAW. 

Another step In the litigation in Philadel- 
phia. In an effort to test the constitutionality 
of the act providing for a State Board of 
Censors for moving pictures, was aired be- 
fore Court of Common Pleas No. 5, on June 
18. ' The complainants are the Overbrook 
Theatre and the Buffalo branch of the Mu- 
tual Film Corporation. 

Counsel for the complainants declared that 
for the first time in the history of the Com- 
monwealth there Is an attempt to create a 
censorship over things about to be exhibited, 
which deprives complainants of their liberty 
and property without due process of law, in 
violation of the Fourteenth Amendment of 
the Constitution of the United States. For 
the defense John Et Hennessy, of the General 
Film Co.. testified that his company had 
submitted to the censorship since June 1, 
and that no delays have been occasioned 
since the new law became effective. 

The judges held the matter under advise- 
ment. The complainants, it Is understood, 
intend -to take the matter to the United 
States Courts if they are worsted In the 
Common Pleas Courts.

MEXICAN WAR OVER— DLACHB 

ACTORS RETURN. 

Manager Joseph Shear, of Solas and 
Illache Features, has returned from Mexico 
with Director Harry Scbenck and a large 
company of Solax players. Including Vlnnle 
Burns, who has tbe distinction of being tbe 
only woman lo actually enter the fighting 
zone In Afcxlco and experience the sensation 
of being under fire. Miss •Burns proudly 
exhibit! a bullet which ploughed up the 
ground within three feet of her, passing be- 
tween her horse and the horee of Mr. 
Scbenck, who rode beside her. 

The company entered Mexico by way of 
Eagle Pass, Tex., and made their -way under 
a strong guard furnished by General Fran- 
cisco Murgula, of Villa's army, to Monciova. 



It took them fifteen hours to make the trip 
by train, as tbe rails had been torn np and 
the bridges burned so recently that the tem- 



porary roadbed made traveling extra slow 
and hazardous. They .arrived In Monciova 
without Interference, thanks to the alertness 
of heavily armed soldiers who rode' upon tbe 
engine and the platforms oftthe coaches. 

In Monciova tbe company members were 
commanded not to venture outside of their 
lodrlngs, and Miss Burns' thrilling experi- 
ences were due to her disregard of orders 
and her determination to accompany Director 
Scbenck and Cameraman Charley Pin upon 
their quest for war scenes. They not only 
succeeded In getting motion pictures of the 
Battle of Monciova, tut also several hundred 
feet of film showing the departure of trains 
loaded with tbe troops bound for Mexico 
Cdty, where the decisive battle of the war Is 
lu preparation. Tbe stories they tell of the 
terrible sights they were compelled to jvltness 
easily explains the fact that no other motion 
picture company has ventured Into the same 
locality. 

During the battle Cameraman Pin, who 
had been ill for several days, became deathly 
sick while grinding his camera upon the 
horrible scenes of crrnage from the roof of 
a large building. Director Scbenck saw blm 
tottering And. placing his arms around blm, 
helped him to bold his position until the 
scnes were recorded upon the negative. 

The company's departure from Monciova 
was hsr.tcned by the punishment of two sol- 
diers who were severely beaten for Insulting 
the Americans. The Insults were burled at 
Director Scbenck. whose Liability to under- 
stand Spanish kept him la blissful ignorance 
of the affair until be was Invited to witness 
the flogging of the culprits with the flat of 
a sword. 

The news of this incident caused such bit- 
ter feeling that the company was ploced 
upon a special train and escorted across the 
border Into Texas. Several days were then 
spent In making scenes lo which Mexican 
and American cowboys posed in battle scenes 
staged especially for the benefit of the cam- 
era. Two of the Mexicans became enraged 
because the story called for their capture by 
the Americans and fired their guns Into the 
faces of their opponents. The guns were 
only loaded with blank cartridges, but the 
nfrelr started a fight which It took tbe com- 
bined diplomatic services of Manager Shear 
and Director Schenck to settle. 

Vlnnle Burns Is tbe only member of the 
company who* is anxious to return to the 
land ot strife. She* brought back to the Fort 
Lee studios a little Mexican dog which bears 
the name of Jesus Carranza, and says that 
as soon as she can have a rubber stamp made 
she is going to return to Mexico with a pad 
and a pen and make a million dollars In 
Mexo:aa money. Aa a proof of tbe value of 
her scheme she has a choice collection ot 
Mexican legal tender (Constitutional Ion) 
which any sclfool girl ought to be able to 
moke with the aid of a twenty-fire cent rub- 
ber sbrtnp. But as the mVUftm dollars 
u Mex." Is only worth about two dollars and 
thirty-two cents (Broadway) making Mex- 
ican money is not as attractive as It might 
seem, to the casual observer. 

A LEOPARD LOOSE. 

Carmen, the beautiful black leopard, one 
of a pair recently Imported by W. N. Seilg. 
stopped In Chicago to get acclimated en- 
route to California, since the death of her 
mate, Don Jose, has been extremely rest- 
less and untractable, Inviting peril on tbe 
part of her caretakers. Last week when 
the keeper went In to look after the beau- 
tiful, but savage animal, he found her cage 
empty. Six Bengal tigers paced their big 
den nervously, close by, but no informa- 
tion could be gained from them and as 
there was no remains of bones In their cage, 
it was construed that the leopard had not 
fallen a victim to thorn. Careful search all 
over the premises revealed no trace of the 
cunning beast. During the day the fact of 
the escape became noised about the plant, 
and the employees were very much perturbed 
over some chance meeting with tbe savage 
black i*at. The whole force ot the plant In- 
formally constituted Itself a searoblng body, 
but st the end of the day no signs of tbe 
Albino had been discovered. 

One of the animal men knowing the nature

Eknerson Dietrich, s resident ot Bensonhnrtt, 
N. Y„ a Ooraell gradoate and a well-known ath- 
lete, who was manager for the Adgle Ooelello 
trained animal act lo vaudeville, was torn to death 
by Rons In Chicago Sunday night, Jane 21, when 
he tried to separate the Dgbtlng animals of tee 
walking into their cage absolutely unarmed. 

After their appearance ot a theatre lbs uono 
were taken to tho railroad yards la a heavy cage 
to ho transferred to a box-cur. Dietrich went 
along to superintend the operation. Just as the 
esge wss backed up to the car door the snlmala 
got Into a terrific tight which seemed likely to 
end In some ot thorn breaking awsy. Dietrich, 
who had a xepntatlou (or hettig absolutely fear- 
less, opened the met- door and walked In, think 
lug his presence would cow the ughttog beast*. 

While George McOord, the keeper of the ani- 
mals, stood st the door ,»ltli s pitchfork In hand, 
Dietrich edged bis way to the opposite end of Ibe 
cage. It was his Intention to drive the lions 
toward (he door so hla work would he unhamp- 
ered. As he reached the corner of the cage, Teddy, 
the most playfol of the ale besets, sprang toward 
him, forced him agalnat the bars of the csge, fas- 
tened Its teeth Into Dietrich's throat and fared 
him to the floor. His arms and one leg were al- 
most torn to shreds. 

While the firemen with their spikes prodded 
the lions Into sabnslssloo, MoCord slipped hla arm 
In law cage and fastened s rope about Dletrlch'a 
body. After more than an hour's work, dnrinn; 
which time the lions made several sttemots to 
rescue their prey, the body wsa removed through 
the top of the cage and was taken to a morgue.

Part of tbe ilaso be was a 
member of a crack water polo team which toured 
from Milne to California. Dietrich waa playing 

Klo when he Brat became acquainted with Mme. 
atlllo, less than a year sanv la Toronto, Oan. 
She Induced him to join her and made him her 
monster. They were engaged to have been mar- 
ried thia Btuaoer.
